Signs are not jacking that the question of a clearly defined immigra- | 
tion policy for Canada is oné which will forge to thé front in the compara-} 
tively near future, though it may not loom up on the horizon conspicuously | 
at the present session of Parliament at Ottawa 

The matter is one which has not assumed very much importance dur- 
ing the period of depression but now that economists and others who speak 
with more or less authority and quote statistics freely in support of their 
contentions state that the corner has been definitely, turned, it is not un- 
natural to assume that the problem of ‘encouraging newcomers to this) 
cauntry on a more or less considerable scale will become sufficiently insist-/| 
ent from some influential quarters to demand Official attention 

Indeed, even in Western Canada, where popular sentiment at the pres-| 
ent time appears definitely opposed to settlément schemies or selective im- 
migration of any kind, an occasional speaker arises at club luncheons in 
the cities to declare that immigration is a necessity before the problems 
confronting the country, including those of the farmers, can be solved. 

On -the other hand farmer organizations generally are opposed to land | 
settlement projects, at least until such time as those trying to wrest a) 
living out of the soil, are able to secure some better return for their labors 
than has been available during the past half dozen years. 

The proponents of immigration and land settlement projects for non- 
résidents of the country, however, stress the necessity for a substantial in- 
crease in population to provide tonnage for the railways and assert that 
until. this objective is achieved the railway problem cannot be solved and 
this burden removed from the backs of the taxpayers. E 

Whatever may be the outcome of the conflict between these divergent 
points of view, and if encouragement, directly or indirectly, is again to be 
given citizens of other countries to transfer themselves and their families 
to Cahadian soil, it is desirable that such policies will be devised ag to en- 
sure a reasonably strong infiltration of British stock, if such is available 
and can be attracted to this country.

World Of Silent Noise Awaits Ex- 
plorets Of Science - 

A humming bird sings 
| tise higher and higher, Suddenly 
they seem to stop. Yet the bird's 
mouth remains wide open as if he 
were still pouring forth melody in 
full-throated ease. There is but one 
conclusion. The bird is still sing- 
ing, but at a pitch inaudible to our 
crude ears So with thousands of 
insects. The life of the forest is a 
majestic symphony of which we hear 
only the deeper kettle-drums, horns, 
soughings, rustlings and shrillings. 

Just how much we hear depends 
on our inborn aural sensitivity, our 
age and other factors. Few ears can 
detect vibrations higher than 15,000 
'a second. For most of us all. sound 
| becomes inaudible at 18,000. 
| Clearly a world of silent noise 
| awaits ‘the explorers of science, says 
the “Christian Science Monitor.” ~ In 
the Cruft Laboratory of Harvard 
they are to be found in the persons

Society held in Montreal on June 
24, 1836. The banqueting hall was 
profusely decorated with briMehes | 
and leaves of the Sugar Maple and | 
the main speaker Denis-Benjamin 
Viger spoke eloquently of the virtues 
of the Maple tree Which was highly 
praised for its sturdiness in the for- 
est, the substantial character of its 
wood for fuel and lumber and jts 
great service to the pioneer in its) 
annual harvest of syrup and sugar.) 
The sentiments expressed by the 
speaker were undoubtedly popular in| 
those early days of Canadian life. 

The Trailing Arbutus, made the. 

official emblem for Nova Scotia in 
1901, was highly regarded as early 
as 1825 when the flower was repre- 
sented.in a decoration that appear- 
ed on‘the front page of “The Nova 
Scotian”. Thirty years later it was 
associdted with the rose, the thistle 
and -the shamrock on postage 
stamps. This flower is also the State 
Flower of Massachusetts where it is 
better known as the Mayflower. 
There its name was associated with 
the Pilgrim Fathers who, at the end) 
of their first winter of great priva- 
tion, on seeing the first flowers of 
the spring appearing from soil walled 
the plant the Mayflower after the 
istoric ship that brought them to 
Plymouth Rock, : 
The Manitoba emblem, the An- 
emone patiens, chosen by the pro- 
vincial Horticultural Society was 
made official in 1902, Also known 
as the Windflower and Pasque flower 
it is the State flower of South 
Dakota. ’ 

Alberta's emblem, the Wild Rose, 
is also the State flower of North 
Dakota, Iowa, New York and 
Georgia. Following a suggestion by 
the editor of an Edmonton news- 
paper that the province of Alberta 
should have a floral: embiem, the 
Women’s Institute took the matter 
up, and passed it on to the Depart- 
+ ment of Education. The choice ‘of 
the native rose was made by the 
school pupils of the province. 

Ontario's choice, the Trillium 
grandifiorum, also called the Wake- 
robin, was accepted by the Ontario 
Horticultural Association in 1935 
aftef it had been recommended by a 
committee of botanists who can- 
vassed the views of the Horticul- 
tural Societies in the province as 
well as the High Schools and Col- 
legiate Institutes. The Trillium, 
thriving as it does in woods over 
most of the province, responds well 
to cultivation in the garden but must 
not be used ad a cut flower because | 
the bloom cannot be picked without 
taking with it all the foliage which 
is needed to develop the bulbous 
root for the following season's bloom. 
For this same reason the Trillium 
should not be thoughtlessly gather- 
ed in the woods, :

The hole for the reception of the

This extra depth enables 
the planter to place the plant in its 
proper position by shaking it during 
the process of filling in the hole, 
allowing the soil to flow beneath and 
among the roots until the plant rests 
at the required level. When the fill- 
ing in is completed and trodden 
firmly, the crown, or that point of 
the plant from which the branches 
radiate, should be two inches below 
the surface, The roses are then 
pruned by removing all weak growth 
and cutting back the. stronger 
branches to within six inches of the 
ground. The cut being made one- 
half inch above a bud pointing out- 
wards or away from the plant cen- 
tre. 

Dates Back Many Centuries 
Research Shows Crossed Bread Was 
Used In Stone Age 

Té us Hot Cross Buns mean Lent, 
but the origin of the Hot Cross Bun 
dates back much further than the 
beginning of the Christian era, The 
symbol of the cross is in itself an 
ancient sign that existed in Warly 
Babylonian and still later Egyptian 
cults. Digging operations in the 
Valley of the Buphrates has disclos- 
ed the sites of cities long since 
passed away. From these ruins there 
have been taken clay tablets that 
record offerings of crossed bread to 
Astarte, a Babylonian goddess, some 
three thousand years B.C. 

This seems a long time ago, but 
recent research has disclosed the 
fact ‘that fire was used extensively 
in the Old Stone Age. Fossilized re- 
mains of bread baked by these early 
ancestors of the human race are 
plainly marked with a cross in some 
eases, the significance of which will 
never be known. . 

Certainly like the Greeks, 
early Romans ate Cross Bread at 
public sacrifices and many supersti- 
tions are connected with the custom.

lion germs on and irfkide its body, 
but until there is aetive co-operation 
on thre part of entire communities 
including the municipal authorities 
and every single individual in the 
community, to remove filth, the main 


the menace 
of the fly to human life will remain 

The most effective and desirable 
method of‘ controlling the house fly 
undoubtedly consists in eliminating 
or reducing its breeding places to a 
properly treating or 
disposing of such materials as man- 
ure and garbage. The house fiy 
breeds in such decaying and fer- 
menting matter as kitchen refuse 
and garbage. Garbage receptacles 
should be kept tightly covered and 
where possible all refuse should be 
burned or buried at-once or without 
undue delay. If it cannot be dis- 
pensed with, refuse should never be 
left exposed but sprinkled with pow- 
dered borax or chloride of lime. 
Windows and doors of houses; par- 
ticularly those of the dining room 
and kitchen, shout 8'screened and 
all flies that gain entrance destroyed. 
This may be done by the use of fly 
ewatters, by tanglefoot gtrips; or by 
using a fly spray. Milk and other 
food should be screened in the sum- 
mer by covering it with muslin and 
fruit should also be covered. On no 
account should files be permitted in 
a sick room, and the faces of sleep- 
ing babies, or bables lying unattend- 
ed in their cots or carriages, should 
be screened’ with muslin. 

An effective :poison batt, but one 
which cannot be used where children 
are exploring or romping about, is 
made by exposing in saucers a mix- 
ture of one: teaspoonful of formalin 
in a cupful of sweetened milk or 
water. Fly sprays, of course; oper- 
ate best in closed spaces, and tht 
dead or paralyzed flies should be 
swept up and burned, or thrown into 
very hot water to prevent any from 
recovering.

Compiling Catalogue Of 
Museum Is Huge Task 

Compiling of the British Museum 
catalogue in London is believed to 
be the longest task of modern times. 
Twenty-four volumes are now on the 
shelves, and go only as far as sub- 
jects with names beginning “Barth.” 
Every book possessed by the Mu- 
seum, estimated to be about 4,000,- 
000, will be listed. Those in charge 
say the whole thing will pertainiy 
run to 230 volumes, probably more. 
An additional staff of about 20 is 
engaged on the work, imcluding a 
group of women who are _ tempor- 
arily on the Museum estabfishment. 
No one can say to a year or so when 
this colossal index will be finished. 
One estimate is that the whole job 
will take “25 years. The British 
Museum shelve increase by a mile 
a year.
